In  a  letter  to  the  paper  this  week  Dr.  Wilson  made  the 
following  announcement. 

"Last  week  the  Principal's  Council  and  the  Erindale  College 
Council  both  approved  the  following  motion  by  Dean  E.  A. 
Robinson,  seconded  by  Mr.  P  Kochberg,  that  Erindale  College 
be  authorized  to  repeat  its  curriculum  at  other  seasons  than 
those  fixed  by  the  calendar  and  that  students  be  given  credit 
for  a  year's  work  if  they  complete  a  full  course  of  lectures, 
tests  and  annual  examinations  in  any  twelve  consecutive 
calendar  months.  This  motion  has  been  sent  to  S.A.G.E,  and  to 
the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  of  the 
University = " 

The  details  of  the  scheme  are  to  be  worked  out  by  the  Under- 
graduate Studies  Committee  of  the  College  on.  which  both  staff  and 
students  are  represented  -  The  object  and  expectation  of  the  plan  are 
that  one  full  term  of  college  courses  would  be  given  between  April 
and  August  to  perhaps  as  many  as  200  students.  They  would  then  only 
have  to  do  one  term  of  work  during  the  winter  and  arrangements  would 
be  made  for  half  of  them  to  do  this  before  Christmas.  Thus  students 
joining  this  scheme  would  be  free  either  from  September'  to  Christmas 
or  from  Christmas  to  April. 

Local  school  boards  are  now  employing  assistant  teachers  and  they 
have  expressed  interest  and  a  willingness  to  hire  Erindale  students  on 
the  understanding  that  for  each  available  job  two  students  would  be 
employed,  one  for  half  the  year  before  Christmas  and  one  for  half  the 
year  after  Christmas, 

Needless  to  say  additional  members  of  the  faculty  would  be 
employed  to  give  the  extra  classes.  Special  merits  of  this  scheme  are- 

-  that  it  would  provide  jobs  for  Erindale  students  which  would 
give  them  classroom  experience  in  schools  without  committing  them  to 
become  teachers  and  without  delaying  or  interfering  with  their  progress 
to  their  degrees  in  arts  or  science, 

-  it  would  increase  the  capacity  of  the  college  because  if  200 
students  took  courses  during  the  summer  only  100  would  be  present  at 
anytime  during  the  winter, 

-  the  scheme  would  provide  a  natural  exchange  of  information 
through  the  students  between  universities  and  schools . 

It  would  not  be  necessary  for  students  who  prefer  the  present  scheme 
to  enroll  in  the  new  one. 

Now  that  the  College  Council  has  agreed  to  proceed  details  of  the 
scheme  will  be  worked  out  and  announced.  As  this  proposal  originated 
within  Erindale  College,  Erindale  students  will  be  given  the  first 
notice  of  when  the  scheme  can  be  implemented,  what  its  details  are  and 
the  first  opportunity  to  enrol  if  they  wish  to  do  so.

The  recruitars  will  hold  a  general  meeting  for  all  interested  candidates  on  December 
5th,  at  11:00  AM  in  room  257. 

This  visit  is  part  of  he  formal  campaign  to  choose  the  20  -25  hosts  and  hostesses 
needed  to  staff  the  Ontario  Pavilion  during  the  six-month  world  exposition  in 
1970.  The  recruiters  are  visiting  20  college  and  university  campuses  in  the  province 
during  November  and  December.
